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ADVISORY ACTION 

On pages 6-8 of Applicant's remarks, Applicant argues that the combination fails 
to disclose or suggest all of the features here such as an analyzing a discrepancy 
between measurements and analyzing the effect of ignoring a measurement, and 
analyzing the effect of ignoring a measurement to identify suspicious measurements, or 
analyzing a discrepancy between a measurement and location estimate. 

Applicant further argues that Riley fails to disclose a method for determining the 
location of a mobile user , and determination of whether particular measurements may 
be erroneous, and selecting any particular measurements for calculating a location 
measurement of a mobile user (underline added). 

In response, Riley include teaches an analyzing discrepancies or ignoring a 
measurement distance between the mobile station and base station positions and 
compare the distance measurement then taking into consideration error estimates of the 
distance. 

Riley further includes estimating using error estimates in the determined in 
positions of the mobile stations, in other words, the mobile station position determines 
the position (values and error estimate) of the mobile station, and vice versa to enhance 
the availability and accuracy of the computed position. 

From the above, the examiner believes that the rejection of the claims 1-20 is 
proper.
